Set Hearing on 
Festival Costs 


A legislative committee in- 
estigation into charges that 
Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern has spent more 
than $1 million in development 
of the Mississippi River Fes- 
tival program will be held, in 
Edwardsville March 18, it was 
reported today. 

The hearing was called by 
State Rep. Philip Collins (R- 
Chicago) who said he will “is- 
sue subpoenas if necessary to 
get all the facts.’* Collins is 
chairman of the House Higher 
Education Committee. 

Collins scheduled the hearing 
following ‘criticism in Chicago 
of the expenditure of approxi- 
mately $800,000 for development 
of the River Festival site on the 
Southwestern campus where 
Festival programs were held 
during the summers of 1969 
and 1970. 

The university administration 
was charged with spons 
festival programs 2 
$150,000 in 1969 and an 
tional $75,000 during the last 
season, with only six perform- 
ances during the season. High 
fees for rock bands were criti- 
cized 
The critics also alleged that 
Delyte Morris, former president 
of the SIU, agreed to the River 
Festival program prior to the 
1969 Festival as part of a plan 
to avert a strike by St. Louis 
Symphony musicians

SIU-SW officials also noted 
that St, Louis Symphony mem- 
bers did go on strike in 1968, 
knowing that the Festival pro- 
gram was under contract. 

University officials also point- 
ed out that the site developed 
for the River Festival is used 
for other university activities 
The approximately $800,000 was 
used in installation of utility 
lines, power lines, rest room 
facilities and other facilities. 

While it was claimed the 
money for development of the 
site came out of federal ed- 
ucation fumds, a university 
spokesman said the work was 
financed out of the university’s 
overhead fund. 

The SIU board of trustees 
approved $150,000 for the fes- 
tival in 1969. For the 1970 sea 
son it agreed to provide $75, 
000 if supporters of the Festival 
could match that amount from 
other sources. In a board meet- 
ing two weeks ago, trustees re- 
fused to approve a request for 
$150,000 for a 1971 season.

Clinic, Special Education Staffs 
Cooperate in Helping Youngsters 


(Third of a series on the 
Quad- City mental health 
center.) . 
Robert Newsome, a_ staff 

psychologist whose background 
is mainly in organizational psy- 
chology and who is employed by 
the clinic on a half-time basis, 
has spent most of the past year 
working with the Granite City 
school system. 

His role at the clinic, upon 
being hired in 1968, was to act 
as liaison between the profes- 
sional staff of the clinic and the 
various educational, service-ori- 
ented, and industrial and com- 
mercial-oriented organizations 
which compromise the clinic's 
catchment area. 

From the beginning, however, 
this program has mainly limit- 
ed its’ thrust ‘to educational or- 
ganizations. 

Shortly after October of 1963, 
Newsome arranged for monthly 
meetings to be held at the of- 
fice of the county superinten- 
dent ‘of schools. 


These meetings included the 
county superintendent, the as- 
tant superintendent, the di- 
rectors of the three special edu- 
cation cooperatives within the 
county, representatives of the 
two outpatient clinics in the 
county, representatives of the 
Department of Education of SIU 
and representatives of the De- 
partment of Mental Health, 
Zone VII. 

Coordination, Consultation 

In the main, these meetings 
have functioned as a form for 
discussing how to avoid duplica- 
tion, how %o collaborate on re- 
active and provocative pro- 
grams, and discussion on how 
mental health could help the 
school districts meet the man- 
date of House Bill 1407. 

In addition to these meetings 
at the county level, Newsome 
has established a consultative 
relationship with the Parents 
Committee for Special Educa- 
tion, the director of pupil per- 
sonnel for the largest of the 


six school districts which com- 
promise the clinic’s catchment 
area, with two of the directors 
of the three special education 
regions within the county, and 
with the 12 guidance counselors 
of the Granite City School Dis- 
trict 

The consequences of this con- 
sultation have yielded less dup- 
lication of services, better mn- 
derstarjding and appreciation of 
what the clinics and the schools 
could offer one another, assi- 
stance to the county in meeting 
the mandates of House Bill 1407, 
greater collaboration on indivi- 
dual cases, and in-service pro- 
grams to schools covering 
aspects of: 

a. The teacher and 
relationship. 

b. The teacher and teacher 
and teacher and ‘administrator 
relationship. 

c. Consultative services which

City 

Mr. Ficker, a school crossing 
guard for several years, lived at 
2607 Cayuga St. He was taken 
by ambulance to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital where he died at 2:40 
p.m. Saturday. An inquest will 
be held 

In fair condition at the hospi- 
tal is Clyde T. Hull, 55, of 2608 
Cayuga St., a passenger in Mr 
Ficker’s pickup truck. He’ suf- 
fered contusions and lacerations 
to the face, both knees and left 
leg. He underwent a series of x- 
rays before admittance. 

Ulinois State Police said the 
driver of the second vehicle was 
Rogers Norment, 53, of St. Lou- 
is, who was traveling east on 
Chain of Rocks Road and drove 
into the path of Mr. Ficker’s 
truck which was northbound on 
Route 3. 

Released after Treatment 

Norment was taken to St. Eli- 
zabeth where he complained of 
soreness in the ribs. He sustain- 
ed abrasions. and contusions to 
the right leg, a small laceration 
on the right side of his face and 
underwent x-rays of the chest 
and right leg. He was released 
after treatment

5.3 Accidents Per Day in 
Quad-City Area This Year 


Traffic accidents in the Quad- 
Cities occurred at a rate of 
more than five per day during 
the first two months of 1971, 
statistics showed today. A total 
of 317 accidents, 167 in January 
and 150 in February, were re- 
ported, an average of 5.3 acci- 
dents per day. 

Traffic fatalities in February 
were down well below the Jan- 
uary figure. Six persons lost 
their lives in traffic crashes in 
the first month of 1971 and only 
one fatal accident was reported 
here last month. 

Accident and injury totals 
thus far into 1971 show a sig- 
nificant drop below the totals 


in 1970, but fatalities for the 
two months increased from six 
in January and February of 
1970 to seven during the same 
two months of 1971. 

In 1970, a total of 483 acci- 
dents and 203 injury accidents 
were reported in the first two 
months. Statistics this year 
show a decrease of 166 acci- 
dents and 76 injury cases for 
the first two month period. 

The January-February figures 
for 1971 shows the lowest num: 
ber of accidents to that point 
since 1967, and the lowest num- 
ber of accident injuries in Jan- 
uary and February since 1966.

The fact that each child is un- 
der school supervision for at 
least fourteen thousand hours 
of his life underscores the belief 
that there is no single, better 
community organization than 
the school system to receive 
mental health consultation aim- 
ed at promoting growth toward 
health. 

Increasingly, in the last few 
months, teachers and admini- 
strators have been asking for 
mental health workshops, want- 
ing clear understanding of the 
meanings of children’s behaviors 
convinced’ that if they can 
obtain this they will be able 
to take more flexible .ap- 
proaches to the behavioral pro- 
blems that they face daily. 

The clinic finds the school 
consultations to be. especially 
effective in providing early de- 
tection of emotional problems 
and in effecting more appropri- 
ate and effective use of the 
clinic by school personnel. 

It has had “excellent cooper- 
ation” by the schools, and is 
hoped that this kind. of service 
can be extended to other school 
districts in future years by the 
clinic. 

Alcoholism, Drug Abuse 

It would also like to extend 
mental health consultation into 
industrial and commercial or- 
ganizations by offering informa- 
tional programs relevant to the 
social problems of alcoholism 
and drug abuse and addiction. 

Granite City,’ being a highly 
industrialized city, would stand 
to benefit greatly from such a 
program. 

It is felt that the clinic will 
need, in the next year, to build 
in an evaluation of this type of 
consultation program. 

In the near future, it expects 
to be prepared to present a re- 
port on the progress of these 
programs. This would, in’ part, 
be done by requesting periodic 
statements from schools and in- 
dustry. 

Leaders of school and indus- 
trial organizations would re- 
spond to four questions: 

1. What did you learn as a 
result of this consultation? 

2. What new commitments or 
changes have you or will you 
or your organization make as a 
result of this consultation? How 
will you implement _ these 
changes? 

3. What aspects of your or- 
ganization relevant to human 
needs still require clarification 
and consultation? 

4. How will you, or your or- 
ganization, obtain additional as- 
sistance to continue to improve 
your sensitivity and responsive- 
ness to human needs? 

Their responses to such ques- 
tions would serve as part of the 
content of progress reports con- 
cerning the community mental 
health consultative program. 

Aid to Other Agencies 

Consultation and educational 
services to other community 
agencies: 

Consultation to the Depart- 
ment of Public Aid is provided 
on a regular basis one-half day 
per month, to the Edwardsville 
office of the Department of 
Public Aid and one-half day per 
month at the Venice office. of 
the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Aid by Mrs. Cecile Daumuel- 
ler, P.S.W. 

Time is spent with individual 
caseworkers and — supervisors 
discussing clients of mutual con- 
cern regarding planning and 
treatment. 

Part of the time is spent in 
discussing problem cases to de- 
termine if referral to the clinic 
is appropriate. 

The center has worked co- 
operatively with the. Alton Out- 
patient Mental Health Clinic 
and Sub-Zone VII in providing 
service training programs for 
the Department of Public Aid, 
county-wide.

Public Aid staff and the client 
in working out treatment plans 
and in saving much time by 
facilitating appropriate refer- 
rals and intelligent use of ment- 
al health services to| the low- 
income group.

Diagnostic services are pro- 
vided for children under guar- 
dianship of the Department of 
Children and Family Service, 
for which the clinic is reim- 
bursed.

Open Season March 21 


Coach Roy E. Lee announced 
the 1971 Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity - Southwestern _ baseball 
schedule this week. The sched- 
ule includes eight games in the 
Southland beginning with a pair 
of singles in two days with Ed 
Stankey’s University of South 
Alabama in Mobile. 

South Alabama, , Mississippi 
State and the University of Mis- 
sissippi and Union University 
of Jackson, Tenn., are the four 
new schools added to the Cou- 
gar baseball schedule.

On the spring trip, which 
opens March 21 at Mobile 
against South Alabama, the 
Cougars will play eight games 
in 10 days.

“This quiz points up some of 
the basic rules of good vision 
practice in a very arresting 
question and answer format,”

iliary throughout Save Your 
Vision Week, Dr. Roman point.

1 am sick of having policemen 
ridiculed and called “pigs” 
while cop killers are hailed as 

some kind of folk hero. 

I am sick of being told that 
religion is the opiate of the peo- 
ple . . . but marijuana should 
be legalized. 

T am sick of being told that 
pornography is the right of a 
free press . . . but freedom of 
speech does not include being 
able to read a Bible on school 
grounds. 

I am sick of commentators 
and columnists canonizing |an- 
archists, _ revolutionists and 
criminals but condemning law 
enforcement if it brings such 
criminals to justice.

Reasonable Stand by Mayor on The Sewer 
Engineer; Council Should Make New Selection 


The Nameoki area sanitary sewer system 
has had a hectic history, dating back to the 
time when property owners complained that 
the cost was excessive and that the improve- 
ment was being “forced down their throats.” 

Repair costs on the $1,284,531 project 
have been tabulated as $2,408,863, including 
$61,709 in 1960, $318,131 in 1961, $341,310 
in 1962 and $1,687,711 in 1969-70. 

Whether someone or no one is responsible 
for the long list of sewer breaks is a subject 
of debate. Laymen have no way of knowing; 
some are surprised that the engineer during in- 
stallation of the sewers, David J. Johnston, has 
garnered majority City Council support to move 
back into the Granite City engineering picture 
after a few years’ absence. 

The timing of his proposed return is the 
start of planning for a $71; million secondary 
treatment plant and interceptor sewer construc- 
tion project. . 

Those voting for Johnston to return were 
Aldermen Robertson, Green, Boyd, Dallas, 
Poulos, Nonn, Basarich, Dawes and_Morlen. 
Those opposed were Aldermen Rutledge, 
Whitmer, Parmley, Moerlien, Schuler and 
Boker 

After Mayor Partney's veto of the selec- 
tion, Rutledge abstained on an,unusual motion 
to “file” Moerlien, Parmley and 
Boker voted aaginst filing, and Schuler and 
Whitmer joined the nine pro-Johnston alder- 
men in voting to file the veto message. Pre- 
sumably the issue may be revived at the March 
15 council session; |1 votes would be needed 
to override the veto. 

The mayor has taken a reasonable stand 
in saying that he would accept any of the fol- 
lowing three engineering proposals: Sheppard, 
Morgan & Schwaab-Crawford, Murphy & 
Tilly; Horner & Shifrin; or Sverdrup & Parcel. 

Factors in such a decision are complex 
and, in the final analysis, whatever action is 
taken will be based primarily on opinion. 

The mayor has voiced his opinion, as he 

was elected to do, and the elected councilmen 
now must decide how they will respond. He 
has avoided “painting them into a corner” and 
has offered three options; he is not forcing a 
particular firm “down their throats.” 
We believe Alderman Boyd misses the

With all due 
respect to the committee, the full aldermanic 
body has every right to consider not just the 
fact that there is a committee proposal but also 
the soundness of the recommendation.

Would 214 Quad-Cityans devote nearly 
an entire Saturday to “‘brain-storming™ area 
problems and possible solutions? Bet your life 
they would, because the interest in a better 
community is widespread and genuine. 

It was the first attempt on this scale to 
involve the general public in a “no holds 
barred” review of major issues and the devel- 
opment of plans for remedial steps, which are 
to be carried out during the remaining months 
of this year. 

Whether it will be possible to obtain 
numerous measurable results will be the real 
test of the “You-Nited for Action’ program, 
but the start that has been made is a promis- 
ing one. 

Certainly, if this approach is to be repeated, 
it will be essential that this be a year of prog- 
gress. Fortunately, there is every reason for 
hope of-such progress. Because so many people 
have become involved and motivated. 

The 214 included mayors, laborers, Madi- 
son County officials, craftsmen, industrial work- 
ers and executives, educators, young people, 
senior citizens, aldermen, professional men, 
businessmen and members of other walks of 
life. Such diversity is helpful not only in deter- 
mining the subjects justifying study and efforts, 
but also in marshaling adequate corrective 
action, 

It is not surprising that the “congress for 
community progress’ urged additional housing 
and rehabilitation of existing homes, plus re- 
newal of residential and commercial areas 
where justified. It would be hard to visualize a 
more fundamental necessity here or elsewhere 
than to have living facilities which are ample 
enough and good enough. 

Also basic are adequate drainage, sewage 
treatment, traffic routes, airport facilities, retail 
services, convenient transportation and efficient 
government. 

Current topics like drug abuse and alco- 
holism prompted dischssion of more extensive 
health programs and staffs. Fringe area growth 
was recognized in suggestions of a branch 
library and a new swimming pool or YMCA. 
Rising expectations were reflected in proposals 
for a 3,000 to 4,000-seat auditorium, eradica- 
tion of environmental pollution, greater quality 
in schools and in municipal government, and 
better coordination of welfare services. 

The Quad-City area is capable of achiev- 
ing unprecedented progress if its people become 
convinced of the wisdom of various courses of 
action and then give them solid support. Fi- 
nancing obviously poses an obstacle, but many 
of the recommendations adopted Saturday can 
be achieved without major expenditures. 

If residents truly become “‘you-nited,” 
acting jointly and without dodging the time and 
thought and effort required, they will succeed 
in the endeavors they have chosen.

Many a train of thought is wrecked by

Fundamentally our system of government is based upon 
confidence in leadership and trust in one another, much 
more than it is based upon constitutions and laws, important 
as these are. 

People say with a smile, “Do you have any shoeboxes in 
your closet?” But too often there is a hollow ring to it; it is 
not meant simply as a joke. 

Charles Whecler II, a reporter forthe Chicago Sun-Times 
told me of a conversation he had with a bright young student 
the other day. When he told her that he felt the majority of 
public officials are honest she replied: “Are you, kidding? 
They’re all crooked!” 

‘The Lou Harris poll of a few years ago showed 63% of the 
public believes that a majority of public officials are willing 
to take illegal money. A high school poll in one of the Sunday 
supplements showed the same a few months ago. 

The reality is that most public officials are honest, but, 
unless that reality is made clear to the public our system 
of government can be in trouble, 

What can be done? 

The simplest, most direct route is to require disclosure: 
of income in detail by our state’s highest officials. It i 
important that the words “in detail” be noted, because 
simply providing income tax forms does not -provide the 
public with the needed information as to the source of the 
income. 

This is important as it relates to the problem of “conflict of 
interest.” All public officials have conflicts of interest, but 
these should be open and above-board. A farmer in the 
legislature should not refrain from voting on farm legisla~ 
tion, but the public has the right to know that he is a farmer 
so that they can make determinations whether he is working 
in his own own financial interest or-in the public interest. 

Virtually the only way to do it is to require income dis- 
closure in detail, including all major assets and all major 
indebtedness, again both of these detailed, This must also 
include wives and minor children to be meaningful. 

Hopefully this session of the legislature will act, The 
problem is to draft legislation that can pass. 

At a minimum we must cover the Governor, Lieutenant, 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer, and State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. In addition all per- 
sonnel under these offices who are in particularly sensitive 
positions should face the same requirements. We should go 
as far beyond that in covering others as the legislature 
will go. 

I have made public my income in detail for 16 years and 
I require it of my administrative assistants. I'll be happy to 
send a copy to any readers who would like a copy of it. 

Doing this does me no harm, and has this wholesome 
effect: It removes the question of motivation, Like any 
other public official, I am going to make mistakes, But 
there is a totally different attitude on the part of the public 
if a mistake is an honest mistake or if they believe a decision 
was made in order to enrich a public official. , 

A law requiring disclosure of income in detail may not be 
the only answer to restoring public confidence, but it is the 
most important one,

Police Efforts in Fighting Drug

Rarest Atom Particle Discovered 


(American Institute of Physics) 


The rarest and most elusive 
of the nuclear particles has 
been discovered by physicists 
at the University of California 
Lawrence Radiation Labora- 


tory, Berkeley. 

The particle is the anti- 
omega-minus baryon, which 
has been the subject of a con- 
tinuing hunt in the inter- 
national high energy physics 
community for more than six 
years 

he successful search start- 

ed four years ago, and involved 
the examination of over half a 
million photographs of nuclear 
interactions. 

Baryons are one of the 
basic classes of nuclear par- 
ticles — the building blocks 
out of which all matter is 
composed. 

‘The distinguishing charac- 
teristic of a baryon is that 
it eventually decays 
into a proton, the nucleus of 
the hydrogen atom. Each 
paryon has a corresponding 
antiparticle, sometimes de- 
scribed as the “mirror im- 
age” of the particle. 

The newly discovered anti- 
omega-minus is the antiparticle 
of the omega-minus, found at 


50 Years Ago 


Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory in 1964 

The anti-omega-minus, which 
bears a positive electrical 
charge, is. believed to be the 
last baryon with a lifetime long 
enough to make a track in a 
bubble chamber or other de- 
tector. 

Physicists expect to find 
many additional baryons and 
their: antiparticles, but they are 
likely to have such short life- 
times that they will not leave 
visible tracks 

The anti-omega-minus, on the 
other hand, left a track about 
an inch long, the space in which 
it traveled during its lifetime of 
about 15 billionths of a second. 

The discovery was reported at 
a meeting of the American Phy- 
sicial Society in New York by 
the following Lawrence Radia- 
tion Laboratory staff members:

Sulfur Dioxide Air Pollution at Ground Level Has Numerous Causes 


(American Association for the Advancement of Science) 


Modeling studies of sulfur 
dioxide air pollution indicate 
that electric power generating 
plants are not the major con- 
tributors to this kind of pollu- 
tion at ground level. 

Using the Air Quality Display 
Model (AQDM) developed by 
the National Air Pollution Con- 
trol Administration, J. Golden 
and T. R. Mongan of Mitre 
Corp. simulated air quality of 
Cook County, Illinois, for 1968 
to test the contention that curb- 
ing emissions from power gen- 
erating plants would markedly 
reduce sulfur dioxide pollution. 

Sulfur dioxide is one of the 


major air pollutants in indus- 
trial cities in the eastern United 
States, and coal and oil-using 
power plants are responsible 
for 30%, to 80% of all sulfur 
dioxide emissions, 

The surprising results re- 
ported in “Science” show 
that if there had been no 
sulfur. dioxide emissions 
from power plants in Cook 
County in 1968, the county 
would still have been 
plagued by a serious sulfur 
dioxide pollution problem. 
The key to understanding this 

apparent paradox lies in part in 
the concept of average ground 


level concentration of an air 
pollutant. 

To avoid sulfur dioxide build- 
up at ground level — where 
most of us do,most of our 
breathing — power plants us- 
ually use tall smokestacks to 
promote dilution of stack gases 
before they reach ground level. 
Tall stacks also help distribute 
contaminants fairly evenly 
over a relatively large area. 

If average ground level con- 
centrations. in Cook County 
would have remained high in 
1968 without contributions from 
power. plants, as this modeling 
study indicates, where did the 


sulfur dioxide come from? 

In many cases, say Golden 
and Mongan, from thousands of 
small sources—furnaces, space 
heaters, and other fossil-fuel 
burning devices in houses, 
shops, and small: factories — 
whose total contribution to 
average ground level concen- 
tration of sulfur dioxide is ex- 
ceptionally high. 

Effective abatement and con- 
trol of air pollution clearly re- 
quires reduction in emissions 
from day-to-day activities of 
householders and small _busi- 
nesses and small industries as 
well as those from large indus- 
trial sources.

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Illinois Environmental Protection Agency 
Divided into 8 Bureaus to Aid Controls 


By IRA TEINOWITZ

The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency has under- 
gone a major. reorganization 
which may greatly affect the 
pollution control function of the 
agency. 

Under the reorganization 
which director William L. Bla- 

announced to the State’s 
House of Representative Com- 
mittee on Environment, the 
agency is now divided into 
eight ‘bureaus. 

Five of the bureaus, air pol- 
Jution,’ land pollution, noise pol- 
lution, water pollution and pub- 
lic water’ surplus are control 
bureaus and another three, le- 
gal services, administrative 
services and laboratory, are 
service bureaus. 

Blaser said in the past, the 
agency has been divided into 
geographical areas with staff 
going after whatever type of 
pollution they felt was worst, 

Engineers Specialized 

Under the new plan, he said, 
each control bureau will have 
its own’ engineers specialized in 
a certain field. These engineers 
will go. anywhere in the state 
to check pollution complaints in 
their field 

Blaser told the newly-created 
committee that the agency per- 
forms six functions in the fight 
against pollution. 

—The agency develops stand- 
ards for what is too much pol- 
lution. 

—The agency grants permits 
for pollution control. devices. 

—The agency maintains sur- 
vaillance of plants for possible 
pollution. 

—The agency trains and cer- 
tifies operators of pollution con- 
trol device: 

—The agency undertakes spe- 
cial ‘planning projects to help 
find ways of ending pollution. 

Deals With Pollution 

Blaser’s agency is one of 
three in the state government 
that deal with pollution. 

When his agency has devel- 
oped a case against a polluter, 
the, case is turned over to the 
office of State Attorney General 
William Scott. If Scott wishes to 
prosecute he files the case be- 
fore the state's Pollution Con- 
trol Board. 

David P. Currie, chairman of 
the board, said a hearing ex- 
aminer then is assigned to hea 
testimony on the case. Hear- 
ings, Currie said, are always 
held in the affected communi- 
tie 

Currie noted that private in- 
dividuals may also file ¢ 
before the board. In that case, 
he said, the individuals must 
pay for their own prosecution 

Once the hearing is complete, 
the transcript of the testimony 
is forwarded to the board which 
then decides the case.

The Institute of 
Environmental Quality helps 
the board by hiring experts to 
help determine what some of 
these guidelines should be. 

The institute, according to di- 
rector Michael Schneiderman, 
also provides experts to the 
agency to help in its prosecu- 
tion of cases, But the main pur- 
pose of the institute, he said, is 


to do research on pollution and 
ways of preventing it. 
Schneiderman said almost all 
of the research is done by state 
universities under a special con- 
tractural arrangement. Current 
projects, he said, include. stud- 
ies on thermal pollution in the 
state and an attempt to make a 
theoretical model jof the state 
to determine what any given 
development will mean in en- 
vironmental terms.

Terry Jones Cited for 
Heroism in Vietnam 


Terry H. Jones, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. David Jones, 2017 
Madison Ave., a former first 
lieutenant in the U. S. Army, 
has been awarded the Bronze 
Star Medal with First Oak Leaf 
Cluster for heroism in Vietnam. 
He also holds two Purple Heart 
Medals. 

The incident from which the 
decoration resulted occurred 
two years ago near Kontum, 
in the Central Vietnamese 
Highlands, when part of Lt 
Jones’ company was pinned 
down by sniper fire and the of- 
ficer led a squad forward under 
fire to extract the casualties. 

The ex-Army officer, now em- 
ployed in the Utility Depart- 
ment of Granite City Steel 
Company’s Blast Furnace Di- 
vision, lives in East Alton with 
his wife, the former Hope 
Bowdle of Laurel, Md. He re- 
ceived the medal and citation 
last week. 

Lt. Jones won his first Bronze 
Star Medal for meritorious 
service in Vietnam from Nov. 
14, 1967 to March 3, 1968, while 
serving with D Company, First 
Battalion, 173rd Airborne Brig- 
ade, 503rd Infantry. He was 
with the same-outfit when dec- 
orated with the Bronze Star for 
heroism 

Text of Citation 

The citation accompanying 
the medal reads in part: 

For heroism in connection 
with military operations against 
a hostile force. Lt. Jones dis- 
tinguished himself on March 3, 
1968, in Vietnam. On this day, 
Company D made contact with 
a dug-in enemy company and 
the point element was pinned 
down by sniper fire, 

“Lt. Jones exposed himself 
to the enemy fire in order to 
keep his platoon firing and 
moving at the same time. Upon 
reaching the lead element, he 
established a security perimeter 
and called for litter bearers to 
carry the wounded to the com- 
mand post. 

“At this time, the enemy be- 
gan lo mortar the area and the 
operation was stopped. Again 
exposing himself to enemy fire, 
Lt. Jones led element for- 
ward to continue to extract the 

sualties. While in this po- 
sition, he also directed mortar 
and artillery fire to counter 
the enemy 

“Lt. Jones’ actions were in 
keeping with the highest mili- 
tary traditions and reflect great 
credit upon himself, his unit and 
the United States Army 

During the March 3. action, 
the” lieutenant sustained shrap- 
nel wounds to the right le 
was hospitalized at the 
General Hospital, outside Osa 

and later evac

Airport Commitment Stands -- Ogilvie 


The agreement between the 
state of Illinois and the city of 
St. Louis to proceed as rapidly 
as possible with development of 
a major metropolitan area air- 
port on the Illingis side of the 
river is unchanged by com- 
ments following in Washington 
sponsored by Missouri officials, 
Illinois Governor Richard B. 
Ogilvie said late last week. 

The governor reaffirmed his 
commitment to a proposed $350 
million airport for the Illinois 
sector of the metropolitan area 
and said that studies of the air- 
port made for Illinois will be 
made public in six to eight 
weeks 


Ogilvie has asked the Tilinois 
legislature for $15 million’ in 
bond funds to begin acquisition 
of airport land as soon as a 
site is selected. 

Text of Statement 

The governor said: 

“The recent meeting in Wash- 
ington sponsoted by various 
Missouri officials has resulted 
in considerable comment on 
plans for a new airport to serve 
citizens of the entire metropoli- 
tan St. Louis area. 

“In my judgment, none of the 
facts which emerged from that 
meeting or the subsequent com- 
ment in news media detract 
from: the merits of the plan an- 


nounced last April by. Mayor 
Cervantes, and me to proceed 
with development of the new 
airport on an Illinois site. 

“The current reports and the 
FAA's reiteration of its sup- 
port for an Illinois location 
have, in fact, confirmed that 
decision. An Illinois site close 
to downtown St. Louis will be 
more convenient, less costly, 
freer of air space problems and 
entirely compatible with the 
best future development of the 
entire region. 


“Approximately two weeks 


ago I stated that we would 
make public within six to eight 
weeks various studies made for 


the state of Illinois on the air- 
port, This timetablé will be 
met. 

“Today I want’ to reaffirm 
my own commitment: to the 
project and my pledge to con- 
tinue to work in close coopera- 
tion with Mayor Cervantes for 
its realization. Our program is 
on schedule and we shall con- 
tinue to push it forward to con- 
clusion. 

“I am hopeful that we shall 
continue to have the support of 
the citizens of the region for a 
project so important to the met- 
ropolitan area, to the nation’s 
air system, and particularly to 
air travelers who will get the 
benefits of a modern jetport.’”
